Hi David, | seem to be missing the map you provided for EutroSORB purposes. | sent you all the 
data | have for EutroSORB. Lab data shows it's effective but it's still new to the field so we pitch it 
as a "low cost way to filter some free reactive phosphorus." While it is still somewhat 
experimental, it is low risk given the low cost with the potential upside to filter our free reactive 
phosphorus. Water flows through them and if multiple in one location, they are staggered to 
catch as much water as possible without forming a “wall.” 


In terms of duckweed, it does not have a defined root structure. There is a unit called a ProSkim, 
which the town could buy. It skims the duckweed off the surface but would likely take quite a 
while is expensive, needs to be manned during the entire time of operation, and the duckweed 
comes right back. Not advised, but that's the only way to skim it.

Possible next steps for bittersweet/invasive shrub removal and natives 


restoration 


e Do nothing more - remove orange flags 

e ConCom create and fund a next-step removal plan - may or may not include herbicide applied by 
licensed applicators, at ConCom discretion 

e Volunteers pull or dig stumps in selected numbers or locations to limit site disturbance 

e Volunteers uproot stumps by pulling or digging as many as possible 

e In Fall, volunteers test Adrienne Landry's vinegar method, especially for hard to remove roots 
- can also test it for the bittersweet in the Ed Burns arena parking lot yew. 

e Natives Restoration: Replace burning bush with high bush blueberry bushes at McClennen 
- Recreation Department punch list? 


Results of Vinegar Method Trial on bittersweet in yews - Ed Burns Fields 


A pilot of the vinegar method was performed with Joe Connelly's permission for hard-to-remove bittersweet 
vines entangled with yew roots at the large Summer St. ballfield. Vinegar bottles were tied and hidden from 

view in Fall 2022. This spring (2023), bittersweet vines have not yet made a huge comeback in this yew, unlike 
previous years when cutting alone was used ( https://www.inaturalist.org/observations/162334094 ). And also 


unlike vines that were only cut or dug out in a nearby collection of yews at the entrance to the Burns Center 


parking lot. (https://www.inaturalist.org/observations/162286696 ).

Failure to comply with this Order may constitute grounds for additional legal action. Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 131, Section 40 provides: “Whoever violates any provision of this section (a) 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than twenty-five thousand dollars or by imprisonment for not 
more than two years, or both, such fine and imprisonment; or (b) shall be subject to a civil penalty not 
to exceed twenty-five thousand dollars for each violation”. Each day or portion thereof of continuing 
violation shall constitute a separate offense. 


D. Appeals/Signatures 


An Enforcement Order issued by a Conservation Commission cannot be appealed to the Department of 
Environmental Protection, but may be filed in Superior Court.
